tion after the putting: into effect of the 
prohibition law. 
The colonial revenue 
sained about $400,000 during the year 
from this source. 
Customs officials had estimated thai 
several years would elapse before rev- 
enues would be restored to their for- 
mer, figure. That the deficiency was 
made Up in a single year is attributed 
to the increase in the cost of all manu- 
factured articles imported and to the 
fact that the abolition of the 
licjuor 
traffic has diverted large sums to other 
business.

phasized today by the federal reserve 
fcoard in its annual report to congress. 


The board says that 
even though 


credit expansion is not entirely respon- 
sible for increased prices, "it regards i 
as one of its most important duties t\ 
prevent, as far as practicable, espan 
sion of banking- credit from running ai 
uncontrolled course. 


"Goods and credit," says the report 


"must be saved to the uttermost of on 
ability in order to check the 
upward 


movement of prices and in order to free 
for the use of the .government 
the 


goods and savings required - for 
winning of the war." 


The' present 
condition of a greatl} 


expanded currency will 
be improved 


the board believes, "as the public per- 
lorms its duty of absorbing- the govern- 
ment loans o'lt of savings." 


Before the ihird .Liberty loan, the re- 


port adds, federal reserve banks mus 
reduce their investments to strengthen 
reserves and avoir! tho expansion that 
has accompanied the last two Liberty 
loans. The board does not say specifi 
cally how it proposes to do this.

It does not require more than a 


casual observation to discern that the 
automobile is beginning to Btep into 
the breach in a decisive way to fill the 
gaps, made in business ranks by the 
loss by conscription of trained sales- 
men and skilled mechanics.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—America's 
industries, idle for the past live days 
under the fuel administration's closing 
order resumed operations today in the 
face of a congested transportation sit- 
uation east of the Mississippi threat- 
ening daily to become worse, 
from 
adverse weather conditions. 
At the end of the five day restric- 
tion period no official could say today 
just what were tho effects of the in- 
dustrial shutdown except that it had 
got coal to seaboard for ships. 
Homes in many parts o£ tho country 
still were without fuel, 
although 
at 
the fuel administration 'it was 
said 
that complaints of lack of coal for 
household needs were i'cwcr than they 
had been for weeks. 
Railroad congestion has 
not 
been 
much relieved, but it was impossible 
to say whether the closing order 
helped or not. 
Bad weather nullified 
much of the good effects the general 
closing might have had in clearing the 
railroads and there was a wide differ- 
ence of opinion 
as 
to whether the 
shutdown would have assisted materi- 
ally in moving freight even 
if 
the 


weather had been good. 
At the same time Director 
General 


jVTeAdoo of the railroads was consider- 
ing proposals of the fuel 
administra- 


tion to embargo all freight except coal 
and food for the rest of the week at 
least, to insure an 
adequate move- 
ment of these commodities.

WATER FAMINE IN 


FIELD 


POTTSVILM;, Pa_ 
Jan. 23.—Over 


shadowing- the inability of the rail- 
roads to move coal quickly from "mine 
to market, a water famine has tied up 
several big collieries in Pennsylvania's 
anthracite field. About, a dozen other 
collieries are on the verge of a shut- 
down for the same reason. 


Water is a vital factor in the opera- 
tion of a mine. It is used for flushing 
the breakers where foreign substances 
are removed from coal and to generate 
steam. 


Zero weather, sheathing- tho moun- 
tains and valleys of the anthracite belt 
in ice and snow has frozen reservoirs 
and also streams from which water is 
drawn for steam purposes. 


Thousands of loaded coal cars still 
remain in railroad classification yards 
and on sidings. The congestion, how- 
ever, is being gradually cleared.
